DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the reply filed on 05/10/2010. 

2. Claims 1-9, 11-18 and 20-22 are pending in the application and have been examined. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-9, 11-18 and 20-22 are allowed. Claim 1 recites the following allowable 
subject matter: "wherein the coupling of each pair of data ports of adjacent processing units is a 
point-to-point connection, and wherein the mesh arrangement of data ports allows data flow (a) 
from any one of the processing units directly to another without accessing memory". Claim 5 
recites the following allowable subject matter: "the data ports of adjacent processing units being 
coupled to each other in a mesh arrangement by point-to-point connections and programmable to 
allow data flow (a) from any one of the processing units directly to another without accessing 
memory". Claim 17 recites the following allowable subject matter: "the data ports of adjacent 
processing units being coupled to each other in a mesh arrangement by point-to-point 
connections and programmable to allow data flow (a) from any one of the processing units 
directly to another without accessing memory". The above subject matter (the flow of data 
directly from any processing unit to any other processing unit without the use of a memory), in 
combination with the rest of the claim language, is not taught by the closest prior art.
